ploying Zionist-controlled newspapers, radio, television and other 
Zionist-controlled methods for influencing votes.

BALANCE-OF-POWER ZIONIST VOTES POWERFUL FACTOR TODAY 


It would mean political suicide for the Republican Party to 
ignore the Zionists’ effective control of the 148 electoral votes of 
those five states. The planks in the platforms of both political 
parties, their other promises to Zionists and the performance in 
office of elected officials with respect to the foreign policy of the 
United States in Palestine have been planned to capture the 
Zionist balance-of-power votes in the popular elections of those 
five states, in presidential elections. The extremes to which pres- 
idential candidates have gone for that purpose in the past have 
earned for the United States only the friendship of Zionists 
in the United States, and of course for whatever it may be worth 
to the United States, throughout the world, but have lost for the 
- United States the century-old friendship of 1,800,000,000 persons 
in Africa and Asia, 80% of the world’s total population, in those 
great continents whose manpower and natural resources are 
vital beyond measure to the security of the United States today. 
In any war with the Soviet Union and the nations beholden to it, 
the United States faces defeat and surrender to the Soviet Union 
without the loyal support of the peoples of these two continents. 


450,000,000 MOSLEMS PLEDGE AID TO PALESTINIAN ARABS 


President Eisenhower’s recommendation for “formal treaty 
engagements” to employ the armed forces of the United States 
in Palestine is entirely “a horse of a different color” than 
appears on the surface. To those who are well informed on the 


conspiracy behind President Hisenhower’s recommendations, ~ 


such “formal treaty engagements” have inherent in them grave 
implications which do not appear on the surface. The only 
actual outcome of such “formal treaty engagements” will be 
to “freeze” at the time the “status quo” in Palestine.

Sian War. A “double standard” in such matters incites new wars. 


REASONS BEHIND PALESTINE PLEDGE SUPPRESSED AND SECRET 


The suppressed and secret reasons for President Eisen-

“Special Cable to The New York Times.” On this map-the “Negev” is 
indicated in large letters. The “discovery” ‘oil well is indicated-on- the map 
in the middle of Palestine’s Negev area. The banking firm of ‘Kuhn, Loeb 
& Company, United States representatives -of the Rothschild international 
financial, political and industrial “octopus,” the: master-minds- of Zionist 
subversion in Palestine since 1862, exercises effective control over The New 
York Times. The New York Times has been the outstanding advocate in the 
United States of the militant Zionist conspiracy~and Zionist aggression in 
Palestine. The New York Times is giving the public another “brain wash- 





` . ing” with its reports on the “discovery” of oil in Palestine’s Negev area. 


The “Special Cable to The New York Times” appears there 
under a large headline reading “ISRAEL HITS OIL IN OLD DRILL 
HOLE; DISCOVERY ACCLAIMED BY NATION.” The map indicates 
this “discovery” oil well about 40 miles south of an imaginary line 
running between Jaffa- and Jerusalem, in the area indicated 
“NEGEV” on the map. This “discovery” oil well is in the heart-of 
Palestine’s Negev area, described in the Standard Oil Company of 
New York’s 1914-1919 geological surveys and engineer’s reports 
“as rich as any in the world” in oil. Mr. Kenneth Love’s “Special — 
Cable to The New York Times” from Tel Aviv calls attention to the 


fact that the “discovery” oil well was only the result of drilling —— 


deeper down into an abandoned test-hole drilled by others long 
before the Zionist armed forces invaded Palestine’s Negev area in 


1949. The Zionists occupied this area after the 1949 armistice. a 
As this newspaper goes*to press, The New York World-Tele- - 


gram-Sun, on page l of its October 12, 1955 issue, features an- 
Associated Press cable from “Heletz, Israel” dated October 12, 1955 
under a headline reading “ISRAEL BRINGS IN SECOND GUSHER.” 
This oil well “gushing 250 feet high” is “gushing” oil from Pales- 
tine’s Negev “as rich as any in the world” oil reserves. The geologist 
there remarked “this Heletz-Hulekat area” in Palestine’s Negev — 
“it is not small,” according to the Associated Press cable. The 
Associated Press cable continues “He added that seismographie 
studies indicated development of about 100 wells in the (Heletz- 


Huleikat) area ‘is not impossible’. That is only the beginning.
